CHEAPER SENDING 


London.—Another great step" in the 


development of wireless telegraphic 
transmission has been realized, says 
Senator Marconi, who has returned to 
London after a two months' experi- 
mental cruise-in his yacht "Electro." 
A system has been evolved by 
the 


Italian inventor whereby-- wireless 
messages are transmitted with a min- 
imum of electrical power, and at very 
low cost. 


"We have transmitted messages up 


to a distance o£ 2,250 miles, not only 
with a very much smaller amount of 
power and energy, but faster and more 
cheaply than with .the ordinary sys- 
tem of long-distance wireless," said 
Senator Marconi. 
"When the new 


system is adopted it will mean that a 
power station for long-distance work 
can .be erected at much less cost than 
at present. I have telegraphed on this 
system from Cape Verde Islands; oft 
the African coast, to London. To send 
messages clearly and 
more rapidly 


over those 2500 miles took less power 
than a fnessa.se from London to Paris 
by the ordinary methods." 


Senator 
Marconi 
esi^ained 
that 


these advantages were gained by'the 
utilization of waves: tiiat have not be- 
fore boon used. Given the 
necessary 


mechanical element, he said, messages 
could he sent clearly-seven times faster 
than the present rate, and that the 
public and the newspapers would: utl- 
mately .have the .benefit of .much cheap- 
er commercial charges^ .

Railroad Valuation. 


What it cost to build the railroads of the United States 


originally would be interesting, if the figures could be ob- 
tained, but of little practical value. 


Railroad building began three-quarters of - a century 'ago. 


The newest of the railroad systems are old compared with 
most properties, as far as their main branches are concerned.' 
And the building has been a continuous operation, with count- 
less rebuildings and additions. It has been said that the average 
railroad has been rebuilt several times. And values have gone 
up, of course, along with .general values. 


An appropriate comparison, perhaps, would be with a farm,- 


the land of which was acquired 5a or 75 years ago and im- 
proved more or less steadily ever since, with buildings erected 
and new ones added from time to time, and valuation rising 
with the increasing population and wealth of the community 
and the decrease in the purchasing power of the dollar. It is 
of little use, in most cases, to inquire into the original cost of 
the land and buildings. The thing that any interested person, 
such as a purchaser or tax assessor, wants to know is, what is 
the farm worth now as it stands? And by general agreement, 
a farm is worth what it will bring in the market under normal 
conditions. 


It seems reasonable to value a railroad, or a national system 


of railroads, in the same way, in obtaining figures for the 
guidance of the government' in the regulation of rates, 
wages, etc. 


Electric Superpower. 


The demand for electric power in the 'United States is in- 


creasing enormously. In many places it has dbubled in the 
past year. Says an electrical man: 


"Power plants which a few years ago seemed.adequate for 


years of future growth have suddently become unable to meet 
the demands, and local conditions may be such that the only 
solution of, the problem is interconnection." 


The problem would be fairly simply he adds, 'if this situation 


had been foreseen, and the proper standards of transmission 
and distribution of electric current had been provided. How- 
ever, the industry is going ahead full speed to make'up for lost 
time. High tension wires are spreading in all directions from 
power source's, and are carried farther and farther. The "in- 
terconnection" idea, too, is spreading. In several states elec- 
tric power from many plants is fed into the main wires, for dis- 
tribution m sections where power cannot be generated eco- 
nomically, just as gas and petroleum are fed into transmission 
pipes from many wells. 


By means of this interconnected "superpower" system, it 


will not be many, years until the whole country is supplied 
with electricity adequate for its light and power needs, if not 
for heat, .drawn from the waterfalls and coal mines and gen- 
erated and transmitted more economically than has yet been 
possible. Almost anybody, almost anywhere, can then "plug

He thinks the preferential executive 
order is working a great Injustice on 
the skilled workers and should be mo- 
dified. 


"It must be borne in mind,." he 


added, "that a great many r.avy-yard 
workers were given deferred classifi- 
cation by draft boards during the war 
at the direct request of the navy de- 
partment. Many of the workers now- 
being discharged wanted to go to the 
front and would have done so If the 
navy department had not thought thi.t 
they would be of greater service to the 
nation in the yards." 


The Washington navy yard is not 


likely to see any further discharges in 
the near future in the opinion of Mr. 
Alifas. Up to the present time a few 
more than 100 skilled workmen have 
been put on leave of absence since 
July 1 owing to the lack of funds and 
also .of sufficient work. It is pointed 
out. however, that Robert Jansen. head 
of the local navy 
yard machinists' 


union, already hag been reinstated and 
is back at work. It is expected that the 
work of dismantling the capital ships 
part of which will go to the seaboard 
yards probably will mean the diver- 
sion of. some of the routine work of 
these yards to the Washington yard—

Mrs, Pauline Herrin, $30 ali- 
mony, which "was in arrears. 


A rule, ordering him to pay up or 


go to jail, was ignored by Herren, and 
today Judge McCoy assessed the de- 
linquent alimonter ninety days in jail 
—or at the rate of 33 1-3 cents, for his 
'allotted time. 


And after the ninety days are up 


Herren must pay the $30, plus the ac- 
crued alimony during the three months' 
sentence.
